Alternatives in Vietnam Narrowing 


The letter to President Johnson signed 


by fifty Rhodes Scholars is one more 
example 
of the deep concern 
among 


intellectuals in the United States over the 
purposes and the conduct of the war in 
Vietnam. 


The letter is similar to the one sent 


some weeks ago by students at various 
universities in the United States but it is 
more specific. It speaks of "skepticism and 
concern, 
not 
active 
support 
of 
the 


government's Vietnam policy." It lists the 
handicaps 
to 
our 
other 
international 


relations and questions the validity of "our 
main, stated 
objective in Vietnam — 


stopping 
Communist aggression." 
And 


while it acknowledges that "there are no 
panaceas and that nothing could be gained 
by a sudden, unconsidered abandonment of 
our 
responsibilities 
in 
Vietnam," 
it 


specifies that the "only humane and 
realistic alternative in Vietnam" is a 
negotiated peace. 


It seems quite clear that there are some 


elements in the Johnson Administration 
who have this point of view too and there 
have 
been undercover efforts 
through 


various channels to find some way of 
encouraging Hanoi to come to a conference 
table. How widespread this point of view is 
we do not know. But it is discouraging that 
the same old refrain, like a broken record, 
of why we are fighting continues to come 
from Washington. In spite of all the 
evidence that there are at the least strong 
elements of civil war in the conflict, that 
no South Vietnamese government has as 
yet appealed to the peasants or given any 
indication of a much less stringent regime 
than that in North Vietnam, that Red 


Did Einstein Err? 


Dr. Albert Einstein's theory of relativ- 


ity used to be very difficult for the layman 
to understand. Youngsters in school now 
toy with its conclusions although we 
express some doubt that they really know 
what it means. But the atomic bomb 
explosion left no question but that there 
was something to the formula. 


Now, however, a physicist has made a 


discovery that suggests that one of the 
proofs of the figures used in the theory 
may be erroneous. 


Mercury's orbit of the sun is the proof 


now in question. Specifically the rotation 
of the perihelion of Mercury — the spot at 
which the planet comes closest to the sun 
— was out of kilter with what was 
regarded as the normal gravitational pulls 
from other planets as well as from the sun. 
But Einstein showed that relativity, by his 
particular calculations, could "be responsi- 
ble. Other studies in space of specific stars 
during a solar eclipse have indicated that 
the theory is correct but the figures have 
never been as accurate as those concerning 
Mercury. 


But Dr. Robert Dicke, Professor of 


China is not pulling the strings, the chorus 
is always the same that we are preventing 
the loss of all of Southeast Asia to 
communism. 


Even if this were true, such a loss 


might not be the worst thing to happen to 
South Vietnam. In the light of the latest 
tragic American error, in which sampans 
carrying civilians were machinegunned as 
they tried to escape the Viet Cong, it 
might appear that Ho Chi Minh's brand of 
communism is preferable. But if countries 
like Thailand and Burma are able to 
maintain or build stable governments and 
economic health, there is little reason to 
think they would actually fall prey to 
Communist aggression from even a united 
Communist Vietnam. 


The Rhodes Scholars' letter proposes 


that "we take the initiative and cease our 
bombing of North Vietnam." The alterna- 
tives they spell out include a quick all out 
war — and there are some signs that 
pressures on the Administration could lean 
in this direction in spite of what now 
appears to be President Johnson's opposi- 
tion — or the long drawn out type of war 
we are now conducting. We have no real 
assurance that we are getting anywhere 
and the statements from various spokes- 
men are little different today than they 
were a year ago. A war on this scale for 
from two to fifteen years is appalling in its 
possibilities. 


Would it not make sense at this time, 


while Red China is so obviously engaged at 
home, to make all efforts possible toward 
negotiations including the halting of the 
bombing at least for a few weeks? When 
we consider the alternatives, such an 
attempt looks sensible indeed. 


Physics at Princeton, and a scholar in 
gravitation, conducted experiments last 
summer that led him to believe that the 
sun, rather than being round, is flattened 
at the poles. This in turn would mean a 
different gravitational pull upon Mercury. 
It would not mean that the theory of 
relativity is wrong but that the exact 
figures may be in doubt. 


To most of us the discovery may seem 


unimportant. Mercury whirls around the 
sun in 88 days but its perihelion rotation 
takes about 24.000 years to make an orbit. 
The difference between Einstein's estimate 
of how far off the orbit is from what might 
be expected is only 43 seconds of arc while 
Dr. Dicke thinks it should be 39 seconds of 
arc. Since there are 1,296.000 seconds of 
arc in a full circle, the 8 seconds of arc 
do not seem to be very much difference. 


But as we go ever further into the 


physical as well as the abstract exploration 
of the immensities of space, the exactness 
of figures becomes ever more important. 


And somehow it is encouraging to find 


out that even Albert Einstein might have 
made a little mistake.

Leading west out of Saigon 


is Route 1, leading north is 
"Bloody" Route 13. In the 
wedge between them, with the 
Saigon River running right up 
the middle, is the dread Iror 
Triangle, long the stronghold 
of the Viet Cong. 


After years of warfare, here 


is the picture almost at the 
gates of Saigon: 


Route 1 straggles west and 


north to the town of Tay Ninh 
and on to the Cambodian bord- 
er. Up to Cu Chi, the first dis- 
trict capital, it is more or less 
safe for traffic during the day. 
At night it is closed. From Cu 
Chi onward it is open only to 
military traffic, and only 
in 


convoys. Up the road a bit from 
Cu Chi, a side road leads off 
to Trung Lap, a Vietnamese 
army base and ranger training 
camp. 


Route 13 is now considered 


safe to the first large town. 
Phu Cuong. capital of Binh 
Duong Province. From there to 
Ben Cat the road is unsafe day 
or night. Despite many out- 
posts, most of the villages are 
hostile and under Viet Cong 
control. Every American con- 
voy suffers at least light cas- 
ualties. From Ben Cat, Route 
13 heads into rubber 
planta- 


tion, timber and jungle coun- 
try. 
Movement 
here 
is by 


heavily guarded convoys or by 
permission of the Viet Cong. 


DENSELY OVERGROWN 
In the days before World War 


II, the French had set aside 
large areas in the Iron Triangle 
as future rubber 
plantations. 


Some had been cleared, in oth- 
ers the large trees had been 
taken out. All of these areas 
are now densely overgrown, 
areas such as the Boi Loi 
Woods, the Ho Bo Woods, with 
the Thanh Dien Forest to the 
north.

plantations, some of them long 
abandoned, some worked by 


The Quaker Underground 


The Society of Friends, whose mem- 


bers are commonly called Quakers, has sel- 
dom let government restrictions interfere 
with individual or collective conscience. 
Quakers are carrying out the same policy 
during this undeclared war with North 
Vietnam. And it is a difficult matter in- 
deed for government officials to handle. 


In a lead article, the New Republic re- 


cently traced what it calls The Quaker 
Underground and the effort of the Society 
to send medical supplies to both North 
and South Vietnam. American Quakers 
primarily attempted to do so through the 
Canadian Friends Sen-ice Committee in 
Toronto. Canada more or less backs the 
United States in Vietnam as does most of 
the British Commonwealth but of course 
sends no troops. Neither does it attempt 
to halt the shipment of supplies to Hanoi. 


But American Quakers have run into 


one problem after another in their efforts 
to send bandages, antimalarial and anti- 
biotic pills and surgical equipment to 
Hanoi. The 1917 Trading With the Enemy 
Act is still on the books and apparently 
prohibits trade of any sort between Amer- 
icans and the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong. But the Treasury Department, after 
first granting some licenses to Quakers so 
that they could send supplies to the Cana- 
dian chapter and the International Red 
Cross, has reportedly now cracked down. 
The failure of the commerce to make any 
headway in helping American prisoners of 
war in" North Vietnam was probably a 
factor. 


So in a variety of ways the Quakers 


have been handicapped in what is obvious- 
ly a humanitarian program. 


There are all sorts of troubling ques- 


tions that the United States policy raises. 
Why should the Society of Friends, ob- 
viously non - profit, be so handicapped 
while at the same time the United States 
Government encourages an increase in 
trade with other Communist countries 
which send all sorts of strategic materials 
to Hanoi? Of course a North Vietnamese, 
helped by an antimalarial pill, can be used 
once more in the war effort against the 
United States. But. as Republican oppo- 
nents of the East-West trade pressure point 
out, some 80 per cent of Hanoi's imports 
come from Russia and the nations of East- 
ern Europe. There is little consistency in 
saying that trade with Russia is okay but 
that trade with the Canadian Society of 
Friends is trade with the enemy and so 
prohibited. 


This is the confusion caused by trying 


In 
today's world, however, the advantages of 
trying to keep the conflict under the pres- 
ent limitations—or trying to limit it even 


more—far outweigh the possibilities of un- 
limited warfare. Only those who want to 
raze Vietnam to the ground and forget the 
whole nightmare can think otherwise. 


Nevertheless, it would appear that the 


United States ought to bend over back- 
ward in permitting religious groups, which 
obviously have no ulterior motives, to carry 
out their humanitarian programs as far as 
sending medical supplies to the enemy is 
concerned. And in the long run such con- 
tacts might well open up Vietnamese prison 
camps with American prisoners of war to 
Red Cross and other contacts.

During 1965 - 66 there was 


heavy but unsensational mili- 
tary activity in the area south 
of the Saigon River. Dozens of 
villages in the Boi Loi and Ho 
Bo areas were destroyed after 
the people had been removed 
to the vicinity of Route 1, near 
Cu Chi. The area was then de- 
clared a free fire zone, open 
for attack by the B52s, artil- 
lery, helicopters and any other 


weapons that could be brought 
to bear. 


CIVILIANS REMOVED 


The same thing has now been 


done north of the Saigon River 
in Operation Cedar Falls. All 
civilians were removed to re- 
fugee camps north of Phu 
Cuong, after which all villages 
between Ben Cat and Dau 
Tieng 
were destroyed. 
Viet 


Cong camps in the jungle and 
the Thanh Dien Forest were 
raided, and the area systemat- 
ically searched. 


Landing zones for helicopters 


were carved in many places in 
the Iron Triangle, and a wide 
path was bulldozed from Ben 
Cat to the Saigon River as a 
killing zone. The town of Ben 
Sue was flattened, and an area 
in the Cau Dien Forest, north- 


west of Phu Cuong, was com- 
pletely bulldozed. 


At the end of Operation Ce- 


dar Falls there was a large 
free fire zone devoid of civil- 
ians. Anything moving in that 
area will be free game. In gen- 
eral, the tunnel systems are 
north of the Saigon River. South 
of the river, swampy ground 
and paddies make tunnel sys- 
tems less feasible. 


Pacification is attempted in 


the open farmland areas and 
around the big towns held by 
government forces — Ben Cat, 
Phu Cuong, Trang Bang, Cu 
Chi and Dau Tieng. In the rest 
of the area, it is still guerrilla 
warfare of the hardest kind. 


Operation 
Cedar Falls is 


over, but the battle of the Iron 
Triangle is far from over.
